THE IAWS OF GE OnGIA AND TEN- 
NESSEE GAKNISUMENTS. 


Action of the Assemblies of Knights of 
Labor--A Watchman Hurt-—Joe Smith 
Withdraws His Contest. 


The laboring men of Georgia want protec- 
tion from the Tennessee laws 

That old question of the garnishment of 
the wages of railroad men comes up again. 

Time and time again instances of lawyers 
andother people in Tennessee taking the 
claims of Georgians against employes of rail- 
roads going through Georgia ard Tennessee, 
who, by bringing suit as citizens of Tennessee, 
have defeated the purposes of.the Georgia 
laws upon the subject of the garnishment of 
the wages of working men. 

And now the working men are taking the 
matter in their own hands, and have instituted 
a@ movement which they hope will prevent these 
abuses. The movement is being conducted 
by the Knights of Labor. 

On yesterday both assemblies of the Knights 
of Labor in Atlanta met and adopted resolu- 
tisns similar tothat of asseinbly 4,335, as fol- 
lows: 

Whereas. creditors of employes of railroads, both 
ereditor and employe reriding in Georgia, have con- 
epired with lawyers in Tennessee to defent the laws 
of that state by suits In thatstate in the name of 
citizens of Teunessee, and thereby stripping labor- 
ers in Georgia of every dollar of theit wages by gar- 
nisheeitng in Tennessee railroads passing through 
both states. 

Therefore, we, assembly 4;335 of the Knights of 
Labor of Atlanta, Ga., respectfully petition the leg- 
isiature of the state of Tennessee, now in session, 
to pass such an actas will prot ect the families of 
laborers residing in Georgia, by exempting their 
wares froin attachment and garnishment at the suit 
of any creditor or the assignee ot any creditor who 
may have been a citizen of Georgia at the date of 
contracting any debt sued upon. 

We respectfully asx you to withdraw the ald of 
the courts of Tennessee trom non-resident creditors 
to enforce their cebis against the wages of labor, 
leaving each party and his assignee in the same 
condition as he would have beenifthe suit had 
been brought in the state where the debt was con- 
tracted.

HURT AT THE CAPITOL. 
Mr. Cothran, the Watchman, Meets AVith an 
Accident. 

Yesterday evening, abont six o’clock, Mr. 
Charlie Robinson, the coal dealer, heard cries 
of distress coming from the new capitol 
grounds, 

About the same time one of his colored 
teamsters ran out and said he had hearda 
loud crash over about the capitol, and cries as 
if some one was hurt. 

Mr. Robinson and the teamster both scaled 
the fence, and ran upto the front entrance 
where they found old Mr, Cothran, the night 
watchman, lying under a pile of lumber al- 
most unconscious. 

Another colored inan arrived on the scexe, 
and Mr. Rebinson and the two men soon ex- 
tricated the watchman from his uncomfortable 
position. 

He appeared to be suffering a great deal, 
and was carried out to the Washington street 
entrance and laid on the steps. Mr. Rice, the 
grocer, caine and told them to carry the man 
to his store, which they did, and in a short 
time he was sufliciently restored to tell the 
story. 

He said that he had been in the habit of 
closing the shutters at the front entrance in 
the evening, to keep the men from passing 
through there; and when he went to close 
them yesterday evening the scaffolding feel 
upon him, crushipg him to the floor. 

‘“T believe it was a trap laid for me,’”’ he 
said to Mr. Robinson. 

“Who do you t} ink could have done it‘ 

“T don’t know.’ 

‘*Had you made any of them angry? 

‘Not that I know of, wnless I did so in clos- 
ing the doors to prevent them passing in and 
out there at night. But L believe it wasa trap 
set intentionally to injure me soas to get ny 
place as watchman,’’-said the old man, with 
@ groan. ; 

He was placed in a hack, and Mr. J. A. 
Barry agreed to see him home,.and went by 
Dr. Kennedy's to get fiat gentleman to at- 
tend his injuries. 

It was impossible to fin dout the extent of 
his injuries last night, but he complained of 
intense pain in his spine and hips, and there 
was a pretty severe contusion on the back of 
his head. He is about fifty: years of age, and 
it is feared that his age and the shock to his 
nervous system will prove quite serious. 
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SMITH WITHDRAWS 
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A Good Deal of Crookedness in Cook's Dis- 
trict Returns. 

Mr. Joseph H. Smith notified the governor 
yesterday that he had abandoned the idea of 
contesting the election of Mr. Pat H. Owens as 
justice of the peace, and the commission was 
accordingly issued to Mr. Owens. Mr. Smith 
eaid that, after thinking overthe matter, he 
reached the conclusion that the game was not 
worth the candle. 

An investigation into the returns for Cook’s 
disirict, in the late justice election, — a 
lot of crooked voting. Out of 205 votes ec ast, 
is charged that 140 were illegal, leaving se 
sixty-three legal votes. 

There are two contests in this district, one 
for justice and the other for bailiff, and lively 
times are anticipated. 

The South Bend election is said to be pretty 
rotten, and when the full results of the inves- 
tizations are in there will be some sensational 
developments. 

A gentleman familiar with election matters 
remarked yesierday evening: 

“Itis funny how they do. Election years 
you will find that the negroes have paid their 
fulltax, in many instances more generally 
than the whites, but the off years there are 
very many delinquents. The explanation of 
this lies in the fact that interested parties pay 
their taxes for them so as te control their 
votes.’’ 

“Why donotthe tax 
tors spot them ?” 

“Supposo they do. They can’t do anything 
with them because they are insolvent. The 
only way they ever get anything from this 
class of citizens is when there is a hot ciection 
race, and the candidates pay the tax.”

IT CHANGES WITH THE MOON 


The Curious Birthmark which Disfigures a 
Pennsylvania Man’s Neck. 
From the Philadeiphia Am-rican. 

James HRotherme!, who livés in Fayette 
county, this state, has a strange birthmark 
which makes him an object of superstitious 
regard ainong his neighbors. According toa 
correspondent of the Pittsburg Post, on the 
back of Rothermel’s head, just below and a 
little to the right of the base of the brain, isa 
small excrescence, bluish in color and crescent 
shaped. The moment the moon begins to turn 
the tirst quarter of her pole the mark begins to 
undergo a startling change. Its bluish color 
turns toa brilliant red, and the tlesh below it 
and extending diagonally across his neck to 
the left shoulder begins to swell. As the moon 
grows older the birthmark gets red ler and red- 
der and redder, and the tlesh swells more and 
more, until, when the moon has reached its 
“full,’’ the crescent shaped mark is of a fiery 
scarlet, and the tlesh extending from the mark 
to the left shoulder has swollen into a horn- 
like roll, two or three inches in thickness at 
the largest point, and gradually tapering to a 
point near the leit shou lider. 

As the moon gradually begins to wane, in 
like manner the scarlet of the crescent shaped 
mark becomes lesa fiery, the horn-like roll 
across the neck to decrease in size, until when 
the moon is dark again there is nothing to be 
seen but the small bluish crescent shaped mark. 
For over twenty-cight years the s€ € hanges have 
followed monthly with the moon’s phases: and 
so marked are they and so regular that Roth- 
ermel can tell by simply placing his hand on 
the hack of his neck exactly w hat Stage the

A Clean Breast of If. 

The tough eiement of this place is in a high 
state of excitement over the inauguration of 
a movement looking to the suppression of the 
thousand and one dives and dance-houses in 
the Vermillion iron country. About two weeks 
ago Carrie. Swenson, a prepossessing young 
Sweedish girl hailing from Chaska, Carver 
county, escaped from one of these numerous 
dens between here and Ely. She took to the 
woods toelude a party of men sent out to re- 

capture her, and after much hardship and pri- 
vation, she reached Tower more dead than 
alive. When she escaped from the hell-hole 
she was without shoes or stockings, and had on 
a skirt and waist of thin material. She was 
compelled to sleep under trees and bushes, and 
suffered terribly from the cold, her fingers be- 
ing frost bitten and her feet torn and i i 
Arriy ing 
in Tower, she sought out County Attorney 
Edward Sherwood, and to him detailed her 
experiences in the pineries. 

Miss Swenson stated that she had been en- 
trapped from her home under promise of ob- 
taining work by a woman claiming to be man- 
ager of an employment agency in Tower, She 
was sent from St. Paul to the dive in company 
with half a dozen other women in charge of 
two men, one of whom she subsequently learn- 
ed was Jack Benson, a notorious offender. 
They were taken direct to his infamous den, 
and only then told what was expected of them 
—they were to lead a life of shame. Their 
protests availed them nothing. Those who 
were inclined to be obdurate were cuffed and 
beaten into submission. Then followed five 
weeks of debauchery and ogies, such as she 
had never even dreamed of. Hundreds of 
woodsmen visited the place during her stay 
there, and the majotity conducted themselves 
more like wild beasts than humans. They 
compelled the helpless women, under threats 
of personal violence, to submit to them, and 
one woman was so illy treated that she died 
the third day after arriving at the place. Being 
satisfied that the girl’s story ws true, Mr. 
Sherwood consulted the Uni.ed States author- 
ities, and urged the necessity of adopting 
measures to sup), ress the vile dens. The result 
was that written orders were served upon the 
various officers in Vermillion county, to the 
effect that they must at once see to the closing 
of all the dance-houses, dives and places where 
iliegal liquor selling and lewd practices were 
carried on. A number of the places were at 
once closed, but several remained running. 

The state and federal authorities held anoth- 
er conference, and decided to act in concert. 
Yesterday a swoop down was made upon two 
places, and Benson was bagged on the charge 
of selling liquor without a United States 
license, but this charge will be followed by oth- 
er and worse charges. Last night many of the 
saloons in this place and Ely were closed also. 
Bill Stormn, one of the keepers, was today dis- 
charged without trial. His place was the worst 
in the district, next to Trumps. Dunn Kelly, 
the wealthiest dive keeper, announces that he 
will quitt the business and engage in lumber- 
ing. The Ely houses were closed today, and, 
although it is possible that the dens will open 
again, strong efforts will be made tu keep them 
closed.

Mr Grady’s Resolutions—A Committee Ap- 
polnted— Messrs. Glonn, Grady and Brown 
Selected. 

A committee of Atlanta’s leading citizens- 
will goto Washington. 

They will go backed by the unanimous de 
sire of the people of Atlanta. 

Yesterday at noon a large number of the rep- 
resentative citizens of Atlanta assembled at the 


chamber of commerce in response to Mavor : 
Glenn’s urgent call, which was publiaa in . 


yesterday’s CONSTITUTION. 

On motion of Major Sidney Root, ‘Mayor 
Gienn was called to the chair and ex. 
the object of the meeting. He said: 

“When Colone} Hammond was in congress, 
he secured an approprietion of $200,000 for the 
establishment of a military post here. There 
is now needed $300,060 or $400,000 more to 
complete the buildings, and as we don’t want 
anything to lag around Atlanta, this meeting 
has been called to take action in regard to se- 
curing the money. An approvriation of $75,- 
000 was passed by both houses last year, but in 
awrangle in a conference committee it was 
stricken out. 1 feel assured that with the 
indorsement of the citizens, our representatives 
can get the money if they ask for jt.’”’ 

Mr. IT. H. Colquitt asked if Captain Jacobs 
could not give the meeting some information 
as to what has been done and what is needed. 

It was urged that Captain Jacobs being an 
officer in the service of the government conld 
not take partin the meeting, but it was ar- 
gued that he was only requested to give the 
meeting the simple statement of facts in re- 
gard tothe work. 

CAPTAIN JACOBS’S STATEMENT. 

‘‘Four years ago,’’ said Captain Jacobs, ‘‘con- 
gress authorized the construction of a post 
here. A _ bill was passed to establish it on 
March 3, 1855. On May 4, 1885, the secretary 
of war set aside $100,000 out of-the funds for 
ths purpose of erecting the buildings, 
but the amount was cut down 
to $75,000, General Sherman was 
very much in favor of the post, and since the 
act was pussed, the people are only asking con- 
gress for money to carry out its own will. 

‘Every year there is a bill passed appropri- 
ating from $200,000 to $500,000 for enlarging 
and improving army posts. Onthis post, up 
to date, $194,428.50 lias been expended at the 
barracks and eighteen brick buildings have 
been erected, To make the post complete, 
twenty-six more buildings will have to be con- 
structed, so that ten companies can be accom- 
modated. It will require about $330,000 to 
finish the work. Congress made no appropria- 
tion last year. Ina bili there was an item of 
$75,000 for the post in Atlanta, but it was 
stricken out before the bill passed, 

‘Last yeara book of estimates was gotten 
out, and one of the items was this $75,000, and 
on the act passed was based the action of the 
quartermaster general who was authorized to 
advertise for bids covering that amount. 
These bids were made and contracts awarded, 
but on account of the action of the conference 
committee the money was not forthcoming. 

After this the work cameto a standstill, 
practically, and although in the civil service 
bill, mentioned in THe ConsTItTuTiIon, there 
is an itein of $75,000 appropriated, it will take 
$330,000 to finish the work. A number of 
posts received large appropriations. Senator 
Manderson was so anx.ous to secure appropria- 
tions for completing the buildings at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, that he presented two bills and 
on one of them got $250,000 for general 
improvements. Of this, $100,009, with an 
extra $50,000, went to Fort Riley. Nebraska 
got £60,000 for repairs om old forts. These posts 
are of great value to the towns where they are 
located. At Omaha the post has disbursed 
$5,000,000 in ten years, and is disbursing 
$800,000 sti ; 

. GRADY’S RESOLUTIONS.

Randall, who stated thatthe appropriations 
committee had given the full amount that was 
aske vd for Atlanta, and yet Atlanta did not get 
it. The pressure from other points perhaps 
diverted what the appropriations committee 
had intended for Atlanta. On another occas- 
ion I wrote Mr. Randall, and he stated that 
the committee had aliowed all that the quar- 
termaster-zenera! had asked for. Really, the 
guartermaster-general had not asked for—”’ 

Mr. Hugh c olendes: “Did you write to 
either of the senators from Georgia?” 

Mr Grady: ‘1 do not think I did.” 

Mr. Ben Hill: ‘Did you write to the Geor- 
Ria member of the appropriations committee 7° 
ir. Grady—“I do not Know who that is.’ 

Mr. Hugh Colquitt— Why didn’t you write 
to the Georgia senators ?”’ 

Mr. Grady —**] wrote to Mr. Randall be- 
cause he was the chairman of the appropria- 
tion committee, and therefore the man who 
had the making up of the appropriations list. 
He was the proper man to write to, because he 
had the work specially in charge, and as chair- 
man was influential on *hat coyunittee. In 


the sacond place, I assume that the Georgia™ 


senators, as this Was a very important local 
matter, did not need to be written to, to urge 
them to do their duty. Ihave no doubt they 
knew the facts as well as we do, and that they 
did valiant and efficient service in behalf 
of the barracks Mr. Randall as 
chairman of the committee of appropriations, 
was the direct and proper man to write to in 
the matter. Indeed, Captain Jacobs gave me 
Lis name and requested me to write to him,” 
MR. JULIUS BROWN SPEAKS. 

Mr. Julius Brown said: “When the bill 
was first up before. the committee General 
Sherman sent for my father and asked his 
opinions on establishing the post here, and the 
latter urged its appropriateness as a strategic 
point and for other reasons. General Sheridan 
afterwards sent for him on another occasion, 


and he again urged Atianta’s claims before the | 


committee. I don’t know that any harm 
cou!d be done by sending a special committee 
to Washington te urge our claims.”’ 

THERE 1S NO REFLECTION, 

Speaking, concerning the suggestion that 
this might de a reflection upon somebody, Mr, 
Grady said: 

“It must bea very sensitive senator who 
would take this to be a reflection. Every 
community in the country sends special com- 
mittees to Washington to urge special work. 
Savannali hasa committee there every year.

aud the senators from those states never think ) 


ro Coustrucing the 
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presence of com- 
mitteess into a reflection on their ca- 
pacity. Our senators cannot so construe it.

Senators, and this meeting does not. We 
Siuply have in handa matterof great and 
Pressing importance, and it is to hold the 
hands of our senators up that I urge the send- 
ing of acommittee.

A COMMITTEE SUGGESTED. 

Mr. Grady then proposed to amend his res 
olution by moving that Mayor Glenn be ebair- 
inan of the committee, and Messrs. Julius 
Brown and C. A. Collier, with the- mayor, 
constitute the committee. " 

Mr. Collier: “I think Mr.Grady ought to go 
as he belongs to the town.”’ 

“And I think Mayor Glenn ought to go, for 
he belongs to the town,’’ suggested some one 
else. 

“And it seems tome,” said Mr. H. H. Col- 
quitt, “that these resolutions are written on 
the line that. some representative has not done 
his duty. I think one man might go--say Mr. 
Julins Brown, whose father is in the senate— 
and that would do as well as to goto the ex- 
pense of sending a special committee to Wash- 
ington.”’ 

SOME FURTHER DISCUSSION. 

After this there was a spirited discussion, 

A motion was-unanimously carried that Mr. 
Grady be requested to go. Then Mr. Grady 
offered a similar resolution that Mayor Gienn 
go; it was carried, and Mr. Glenn followed by 
moving that Mr. Julius Brewn go; and amid 
the cheers of the crowd, the meeting ad- 
journed.,

Third party, (route to be designated hereafter by 
Pennsylvania rallroad,) leave New York February 
25th; leave Jacksonville and Thomasville, March 
14th. 

Fourth party via Atlantic Coast Line, leave New 
York, March iith; leave Jacksonville a:ifd Thomas 
ville, March 28th.
